SUPPORT FOR AIRLINE S REQUEST TO CAB FOR TEMPORARY AUTHORITY 
TO SERVICE HONOLULU-LOS ANGELES VIA FUKUOKA RATHER THAN TOKYO ON 
ONE FLIGHT PER WEEK. EMBOFF UNDERTOOK TO GET IN TOUCH WITH 
DEPARTMENT. 

2. RATIONALE FOR REQUEST, ACCORDING ADUN. STEMS FROM FACT THAT 
IN TALKS IN TOKYO, AIR SIAM WAS ABLE TO OBTAIN FROM JAPANESE 
AUTHORITY FOR ONLY ONE ADDITIONAL FREQUENCY OVER TOKYO FOR 
PROPOSED TWICE WEEKLY DC- 10 SERVICE TO LOS ANGELES, BUT 
JAPANESE OFFERED LET SECOND DC- 10 PROCEED VIA FUKUOKA, UNTIL 
MARCH 31, 1975. AT SAME TIME, ACCORDING ADUN, JAPANESE 
GRANTED THAI INTERNATIONAL ONE ADDITIONAL WEEKLY FREQUENCY 
AT TOKYO EN ROUTE SEOUL, ALSO VALID UNTIL MARCH 31. 

(COMMENT: TIME LIMIT IMPOSED ON PROPOSED SERVICES SUGGESTS 
RTG-GOJ PLANNING CIV AIR TALKS PRIOR TO THAT TIME, IN WHICH 

WE ASSUME ISSUE OF TOKYO RIGHTS FOR GUAM-TOKYO SERVICE BY 
THAI AIRLINES WILL ARISE.) 
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3. EMBASSY TODAY RELAYED SUBSTANCE PARA 1 REF A TO DR. 
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SISUK IN MINISTRY OF COMMUNICATIONS AND TO AIR SIAM, STRES- 
SING FACT THAT DEPARTMENT AND CAB ARE CLEARLY SEEKING TO 
BE HELPFUL, BUT NOTING THAT NEED FOR AIR SIAM TO COMPLY 
WITH STATUTORY REQUIREMENTS COULD POSSIBLY CREATE UNAVOID 
ABLE DELAY IN AMENDING AIR SIAM’S 402 PERMIT. 

4. IF IT PROVES POSSIBLE TO ACCOMMODATE AIR SIAM IN THIS 
MATTER, SUCH ACTION WOULD PROVIDE APPROPRIATE CLIMATE FOR
